But  when  ono  considers  that  if  it 
wore  not  for  these  low  living  expenses 
and  comfortdblo  conditions,  literally 
hundreds  of  students  would  not  bo  able 
to  go  to  college  at  all,  and  many  more 
would  study  under  heavy  financial 
handicaps. 

In  recognition  of  the  lamentable  fact 
that  there  is  no  day  or  wook  or  special 
occasion  sot  asido.for  tho  purpose,  this 
brief  reminder  is  written  as  a  tribute 
to  .  tho  housemothers  and  managers  of 
boarding  houses  in  tho  city  of  Mary¬ 
ville.

From  earliest  Bible  times  down  to 
tho  present  day,  sobriety  qnd  temperate 
living  have  been  important  factors,  not 
only  in  the  lifo  of  individuals,  but  in 
tho  lifo  of  nations.  Tho  universality  of 
American  education  plus  tho  applica¬ 
tion  of  its  results  to  social  needs 
through  thc.mackine  ago  hayo  brought 
on  u  situation  where- sobriety1  and  tem¬ 
perance  aro  to  be.._thought  of  as  not 
simply  polite  necessities  in  modern 
American  living.  "" 

In  other  words,  whatever  justifiable 
arguments  may  havo  existed  $0  years 
ago  for  temperance  and  sobriety,  thoy 
still  exist  at  tho  prosent  time  in  a  very 
much  more  magnified  degree. 

Fifty  years  ago  every  community  had 
its  awful  examplo  of  the  poor  drunkard 
whose  wife  and  children  wero  suffering 
for  life’s  necessities  because  he  was 
spending  his  meagre  wages  for  booze 
instead  of  for  the  necessities  of  lifo. 
Fifty  years  ago  tho  acquisition  of  tho 
drinking  habit  was  a  hindrance  to  a 
man  in  getting  and  holding  employ¬ 
ment  in  all  grades  of  industry. 

The  things  just  mentioned  were  a 
part  of  the  experience  and  observation 
of  every  school  child  then.  Even  a  young 
child  in  tlioso  days  could  easily  form  a 
definite  notion  about  intemperance, 
from  his  own  observations,  without  any 
special  training  at  homo  or  at  school. 
Saloons  and  their  products  wore  every¬ 
where  known  and  understood. 

*If  these  tilings  are  true — as  wo  so 
bolieye — tho  teaching  of  tho  evil  ef¬ 
fects  of  narcotics  was  a  much  easier 
task  then,  than  now.  Whilo  the  drink¬ 
ing  then  was  quito  common  among  tho 
people  of  tho  lower  economic  lovols,  and 
therefore  much  moro  universal,  wo  are 
forced  to  say  that,  today,  intemperance 
in  tho  uso  of  alcoholic  beverages  is. 
much  moro  prevalent  among  tho  highor 
economic  and  social  levels,  and  tlioro- 
foro  lacking  in  tho  universality  of  for- 
mor  days.  Tho  children  of  today  do  not 
havo  tho  offoctive  background  of  per¬ 
sonal  expcricnco  to  guido  them  in  form¬ 
ing  tlioir  ideals,  that  tho  childron  of 
tho  past  had. 

In  tho  second  place,  much  more  ma¬ 
terial  on  tho  evil  effects  of  intemper¬ 
ance  was  to  bo  found  in  tho  toxtbooks 
of  the  past  than  is  found  in  tho  text 
books  of  today.  A  survoy  of  the  toxt 
books  used  iu  Nebraska  schools,  today, 
in  physiology  and  hygieno,  shows  al¬ 
most  a  total  lack  of  material  about  tho 
ovil  offocts  of  alcohol  and  other  nar¬ 
cotics  upon  tho  human  body. 

In  harmony  with  tho  facts  found  by 
our  investigation,  tho  Stato  department 
of  public  instruction  lias  provided  a 
very  intensive  courso  of  study  relative 
to  tho  toaehing  of  tho  ovil  effects  of 
narcotics  on  tho  human  body.  This  has 
been  incorporated  in  the  coufso  of 
study  for  the  common  schools  of  Nob- 
rnskn,  and  in  tho  courso  of  study  for 
tho  training  of  toachors  in  tho  normal 
training  classes  of  normal  training  high 
schools. 

All  this,  howovor,  will  not  solve  tho 
problom.  Tho  moro  onlargomont  of  tho 
courso  of  study  by  tho  Stato  superinten¬ 
dent  will  not  solvo  tho  question  unless 
an  onlightened  publio  in  each  of  those 
7,000  districts  demands  that  tho  course 
of  study  prescribed  by  tho  State  super¬ 
intendent  of  publio  instruction,  or  a 
bettor  courso  of  study  on  that  subjoot, 
bo  actually  put  into  operation  in  tho 
individual  districts  of  tho  stato. 

Whatovor  progress  tho  American  peo¬ 
ple  havo  boon  able  to  mako  in  tho  last 
200  ypars  has  beon  made  largoly  bo- 
cuu80  of  tho  ability  of  each  succeeding 
generation  to  profit  by  tho  mistakes  and 
successes  of  tho  procodlng  generation. 
Tho  need  of  today  is  to  directly  teach 
tho  rlslug  generation  of  the  evil  effects 
of  intompornneo  in  no  uneertniu  terms.
